Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a method for 
superimposing data on a static signal, among other things, comprising a static signal, upon which 
data is superimposed, is a 28 Volt Direct Current (VDC) logic signal on pin 8 of an ARINC 722 
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connector (claims 6, 16, 17, 25, and 26); a shift register for receiving discrete data values (claims 
7 and 11). 

The closest prior art Sakuyama (U.S. Patent No. 5,729,373) a reproducing circuit for 
receiving an optical signal in which a predetermined monitor signal is superimposed. 
However, reference Sakuyama does not teach the above mentioned features.
